Col. Huston, God rest him, 
was from New York. He served 
as an engineer in the war against 
Spain and after it ended was the 
man who did much of the job of 
clearing harbors, sewer systems, 
and the like in creating a mod- 
ern Cuba. He became half owner 
of the New York Yankees and 
was the insistent spirit which de- 
manded the Yankees spend 
money to buy a few ballplayers, 
chief among them being a fellow 
named George Herman (Babe) 
Ruth, McGeehan, from California, 
had also served in the war 
against Spain. He arrived in New 
York from the San Francisco 
newspaper shops. He became the 
best known of all the sports col- 
umnists. He and Col. Huston be- 
came great and almost insepara- 
ble friends. McGeehan, long ail- 
ing, was removed from the Col- 
one]’s front porch, near old 


Darien, Ga., to die in a Bruns- | 


wick hospital.

After his death McGeehan’s 
widow determined on a crema- 
tion at Jacksonville. The driver 
of the hearse, a young fellow, 
was irritated at the task, since the 
day of his journey coincided with 
an important baseball game. He 
parked the hearse beside the 
grandstand for five innings. 
When he arrived at Jacksonville, 
he found that Mrs. McGeehan, 
during the long wait, had fallen 
out with the crematorium people 
and Bill’s body, therefore, was 
routed back to Brunswick. There 
he was buried, without ceremony, 
beneath the peaceful oaks where 
John Wesley had once preached, 
a mildly ironic fact which would 
have delighted Bill. 


When all was quiet, and peace 
had returned, the Colonel. treated 
himself- to a few libations. Being 
a person of influence in Bruns- 
wick he called on friends and 
soon had a squad of the National 
Guard arrayed in uniform and 
equipped with rifles. He then 
dressed himself in striped pants, 
frock coat and an iron hat, and 
accompanied by a minister, and 
the firing squad, returned to the 
cemetery. 

There he solemnly had the 
prayer service read for the sol- 
dier dead, ordered a volley fired 
over the grave, and then clapped 
on his iron hat and said, “Now, 
by ——, at last Bill is buried.”

I never knew a more gentle. 
sweeter or kindlier.soul than the 
Colonel. He purchased Butler 
Island, one of the Golden Isles 
of Georgia, which in its day had 
been the property of Pierce But- 


ler, who had married the great | 


British actress, Fanny Kemble, 
and brought her to the island as 
bride. Fanny Kemble hated slav- 
ery, and especially Butler’s harsh 
administration of it. When he 
bought the island the Butler 
house was yet standing. 

The Colonel tore down the 
house, which was almost Spartan, 

“I don’t blame Fanny Kemble 
for leaving him,” he said. “It 
was no house to which to bring a 
gentle lady.” 

The Colonel was one of the 
first to bring to the South fine- 
blooded bulls. One year he lent 
to the University Agricultural 
school a Jersey bull for which he 
paid $25,000. A year later, when 
the bull was returned from the 
University, he gave a graduation 
Party, which lasted two gaudy 
days and nights. The bull, wear- 
ing a cap and gown, was in a 
Sawdust-enclosed pen on the 
lawn and servitors served food 
and drink at all hours. 

The Colonel had a hero. too, 
He was the late Wilbert Robin- 
son, an old Oriole, and for man? 
years manager of the Brooklyn 
ball club and the only man for 
whom a baseball team was 
named. For years of his career 
the team was known as “The 
Robins.”

In this conversation, Hurley 
went on, the President insisted 
that at Yalta he “hadn’t surren- 
dered anything.” A _ short time 
later, in another talk, Hurley as- 
serted, Mr. Roosevelt conceded 
that there were items in the 
agreement that “justify your fear.”

‘Roosevelt said: “Go and amelio- 
irate it (Yalta), or set it aside and 
return\to the fundamental prin- 
ciples that you have been fight- 
ing for, because they are mine;

What do you make of such 
a relationship? I want to suc- 
ceed, as I believe in marriage, 
not divorce. : 


DEAR B. B.: You claim that 
reciprocal love exists between 
Stan and yourself, but the no- 
tion seems contradicted by your 
account of unending conflict. 
More likely the relationship is 
perpetuated by some _ physical 
desire on his part and total de- 
pendency on yours, And in any 
case, I think you'd do better'to 
face the facts fully, whatever 
they are, and be honest about 
them, rather than cling to the 
sedative of a fixed idea about 
mutual sentiments. 


In the family set-up de- 
scribed, Stan and his mother 
stand together in a hostile sort 
of co-parental alliance as re- 
gards you, treating you some- 
what as a child who is “to be 
seen and not heard.” You are 
a victim of their authoritarian 
manipulation; and they keep 
you in a chronic state of low 
self-esteem. 


The crux of your problem has 
to do with your own disposition 
to lean on authority, while also 
resenting your underdog status 
in being so dependent. 

To live as a_ psychologically 
upstanding person in marriage 
is to run the risk of experienc- 
ing real aloneness, i. e., deep 
awareness of being truly apart 
from, and not part of, another 
human. You are in flight from 
self-reliance; and in order to 
solve your various. problems, 
you must understand this. As 
you become really interested in 
revising your own behavior, you 
will modify the reactions of 
others, not by words so much as 
by your increasing self-confi- 
dence.

_ Women Pilots Are In Demand

There are many women who 
have passed their tests to be- 


come pilots, but for some reason, 
have let their flying licenses ex- 
pire. They may _ re-activate 
their licenses by a medical 
checkup through the CAA.

As another proof either of 
lack of interest, time, or an 
attitude of let-the-men-do-it, is 
illustrated by Evelyn Green- 
blatt who tells of the 99 Club.

Waiting to take over from a trembling 


government, further weakened by nation- 
alist extremists, are the Communists who 
have been working assiduously to bring the 
wretched country to the brink of an emo- 
tional precipice. They have succeeded. 
Yesterday crowds of vandals roamed the 
streets of Teheran, the capital, shouting

lar slogans parroted to them by leaders 
of the Tudeh Party, which is the outlawed 
Communist party. A revealing incident 
occurred at the main office of the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co. A crowd of several hun- 
dred smashed a 10-foot electric sign. One 
of the leaders shouted: “Now at last our 
oil belongs to us.” 


Iranians have been led to believe all 
their poverty and misery can be laid at the 
door of the British, who, their leaders tell 
them, have exploited Iranian petroleum 
resources and given nothing, or only a 
paltry sum, in return. Nationalization of 
the oil installations, they are told, will 
make everybody rich and happy. 


But Iran is an old, old country. It for- 
merly was called Persia and it is the Elam 
of Biblical times. But it remained for the 
British to discover and develop Iran’s oil 
potential. Iranians do not possess the 
know-how, the stability or the financial 
resources to operate the oil fields and the 
refinery—the largest in the world—to 


which they now have fallen heir as a result 
of an emotional binge kindled and inflamed 
by self-seeking subversives. 

It would be difficult enough for Iran 
to operate the installations if that miser- 
able country were governed by a strong 
and responsible government. It most likely 
will prove impossible under existing 
conditions. 

The British proposals for an amicable 
settlement were reasonable. First, Brit- 
ish representatives sought an understand- 
ing on the terms of payment. They asked 
a down payment of $28,000,000 and pay- 
ments of $8,400,000 monthly. The oil prop- 
erties are valued at $585,000,000. Also in- 
volved was an offer to establish a new 
company to operate the oil installations 
under contract to the Iranian government.

If Iranian oil is lost either through in- 
ability of the government to operate the 
installation or by Communist infiltration 
the Western world will suffer. The Brit- 
ish Navy and most of the armies and 
industries of Western Europe depend upon 
oil from Iran. The United States also im- 
ports, and needs, a share of this production. 
Efforts to obtain assurances oil would con- 
tinue to be sold to the West were fruit- 
less. ‘The fanatic and sick premier and his 
cabinet insisted first on nationalization. 

The growing turmoil in Iran is exactly 
what the Communist agitators want. Iran 
may be almost ripe for the picking. 


More Cheers for Eric Johnston 


We offer cheers for Economic Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston on his latest bout with rep- 
resentatives of the special interests that 
are pressuring Congress to ease up on eco- 
nomic controls—a course that inevitably 
would bring more and. perhaps ruinous 
inflation. 

A West Virginia manufacturer charged 
Mr. Johnston, a businessman himself and 
a former president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, with being a “rene- 
gade capitalist” because he favors price 
and wage controls. The Economic Stabi- 
lizer’s apt and quick reply was that the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
would make everybody except business- 


men second-class citizens. And is that, he 
asked, the kind of country we want? 

The philosophy and arrogance behind 
the attack is a big reason the NAM has 
suffered in public esteem. That attitude 
is not characteristic of businessmen gen- 
erally, but all are done harm by the rela- 
tive few who want,to let down the bars, 
allowing prices to soar and savings and 
investments disappear. 

Congress would do well to pay less 
heed to the lobbyists of the NAM—and the 
farm organizations and labor unions, too— 
and more to the interests of the people as 
a whole. Nobody wants to be a second- 
class citizen. 


Are Suburban Drivers Asking Too Much? 


As best we can determine, the Suburban 
Bus Line employes are not asking for too 
much—a finding which is somewhat sur- 
prising in these days when almost every 
demand is out of line: 

The pay scale admittedly runs from 90 
cents to $1.05 an hour, with not more than 
20 drivers making the top wage. 

It is our further understanding that no 

ertime at all is paid and that some 
drivers are required to work seven days 
a week. Another complaint is that fre- 
quently a driver will be called to work 
and given no more than a single run, 
requiring perhaps an hour and a half. 
One of the demands is for three hours’ 
minimum work if called on duty. That, 
too, seems reasonable, and within the 
“hardship” wage increase provisions of 
the freeze. 


The suburbs of Atlanta are expanding 
constantly, and already need an efficient 
bus service. In all candor, few regard the 
present service as efficient or adequate. 
It may be that its restricted, inefficient 
service explains why its .traffic is not 
heavier. At any rate, the principal de- 
mands by the drivers seem to us to be 
entirely within reason, especially as re- 
gards the scale of 90 cents an hour and lack 
of any overtime pay is concerned. There is 
little, if any, public opinion on the com- 
pany’s side. 

Meanwhile, we hope the states and the 
federal government will go to work and 
provide legislation which will not allow 
public transportation to be interrupted by 
strikes. The public is always the chief vic- 
tim of such strikes. Its rights are and 
ought to be paramount. ,

One Debate 
After Another 


WASHINGTON—The_ Great 

President Truman’s 1952 political plans now 

| appears to be well under way. If it isn’t one 

thing it is another. Just as the Great Debate over foreign policy 

begins to show evidence of subsiding, a second one arises to take 
its place. 

Jonathan Daniels, the Raleigh editor and author of the Tru- 
man biography, “Man of Independence,” makes the latest contribu- 
tion to the new debate by announcing after a White House call 
— the President, in his opinion, will be a candidate for a third 
erm. 

He says Mr. Truman will be forced to make the race because 
of attacks on his foreign policy by administration opponents, 


Weighty Mr. Daniels’ opinion carries more weight than most 

of the professional politicians and office holders who 
have been shouting the same thing of late, as he has no personal 
ax to grind. His theory is that the President, believing his policy 
is the one thing that will stop Russia and save the free world, 
is more likely to come out fighting with both hands, the more that 
policy is attacked. 

Even among those who hold a contrary view—that the Presi- 
dent has definitely made up his mind to retire at the end of his 
present term—it is admitted that the theory is a plausible one. 
It could very well work out this way. 

Mr. Truman has evidently had his dander up over the attacks 
made on his dismissal of General Douglas MacArthur and the con- 
troversy revolving around our Far Eastern policy. Moreover, he 
is entirely self-confident and is known to feel that if it came to 
a test the country would support him in the action he has taken. 


Vindication If the attacks persist, he might conceivably de- 

cide to go before the country as a third term 
candidate to seek vindication. The temptation might be all the 
more great if, by the time of the next Democratic national con- 
vention, we have arrived at a satisfactory settlement of the Korean 
question and an important step toward world peace is accomplished. 
Then it would be possible for him to offer his candidacy on a plat- 
form of peace. He would be a hard man to beat on that sort of 
platform. 

One of the factors in the President’s ultimate decision may be 
whom the Republicans nominate. At the moment it appears that 
General MacArthur has his eyes on the nomination, despite his 
public disclaimers. Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, is another 
leading candidate. Both are outspoken critics of the Administra- 
tion. If either of them is picked as the GOP nominee, it would be 
like waving a red flag at Mr. Truman. 

Mr. Daniels, who is a former White House aide, admitted that 
in making his prediction about the President running again he 
had nothing to go on from what Mr. Truman told him. He was 
merely tossing in his contribution to the new debate now getting 
under way. It promises to remain with us until near the opening 
of the next national convention.

A Good Friend to Have 


BELGRADE—What manner of men are the leaders of the new 


Yugoslavia? It is important to know, since this little Balkan city 
is the capital of one of the vital strategic bastions of the free world. 
The little group of men who grimly hold this Yugoslav bastion 
under perpetual threat of Soviet aggression are wildly unlike any 
political leadefs anywhere else in the world. 

Luckily the great transformation of Yugoslav policy has, among 
other things, removed the former ban upon association with West- 
erners. Thus it is possible to offer a rough sort of portrait of 
one of these men, sketched, so to speak, during long and intimate 
conversations during these last days. 

This Yugoslav leader, then, is a massive, youngish man with 
an air of restrained violence. And the first hint that strikes you 
is the incredible amount of violent experience he has crammed 
into so relatively short a life. 


From hood He got his religious training—as stern as 
Boy ood any Jesuit’s—from the Communist Party 


while still a boy. He then plunged into five years of unrelenting 
partisan war, losing a much-loved wife in battle and being heavily 
wounded himself. Victory was hardly celebrated before the ruth- 
less purges began, to clear away the remnants of the Yugoslavia of 
the past. There followed the break with the Kremlin, for him a 
deep emotional crisis involving the foundations of his faith. And 
now he squarely faces the menace of another, still more terrible war. 

As a result, his personality seems to have been eroded down 
to its bedrock. He is not inhuman: he loves his new young wife: 
he adores his children; he likes sports and is vain of being a 

“good athlete still. 

Nor is he lacking in a rough, mordant humor, which he uses 
like an ax. Of one statesman-stuffed shirt, he remarked, for in- 
stance, that “he had made his success by courage; whenever he saw 
a corpse, he dared to steal its shoes or at least its shoe laces.” 

And of Stalin, whom he knows a little, he remarked that “espio- 
nage is one of his pastimes; Stalin plans kidnapings by the MGB 
to amuse himself, the way Roosevelt used to play with stamps.” 

Yet this man’s more human side is dominated, as the character 
of his jokes suggests, by his political preoccupation. He is a stu- 
dent of history, and this reporter has found few men with whom 
it is more interesting to talk about the history of recent years. 


. But even history, which he has helped to 
Country First make, means far less to this man than his 
country’s problems, its position in the world and its future course. 
To all these questions, he once thought he knew the answers. In 
the harsh time after the war, he raised no finger to save even old 
friends, because he truly believed in the pattern being imposed 
of Yugoslavia. But when the designers of that pattern, the masters 
of the Kremlin, sought to enslave Yugoslavia, he began to wonder 
whether the pattern itself was right. 

Now he is groping for a different pattern, easier, more free 
and more humane, which will be better for his people. No one 
can tell where that queer groping will lead. In a country that is 
still essentially a police state ruled by a single party, no one 
should be overoptimistic about the end result. Yet one can at 
least be certain of one thing about this man and of the others 
like him. Nothing will stop him from fighting for his country’s 
independence and integrity. | 

And of his own view of the future, he says without a trace of 
grandiloquence, “We shall fight te the last man, and alone if 
need be.” 

Whatever else they may be, such men are not bad friends to 
have in a tight spot.

That’s what Eric Johnston, economic stabilizer, said when House and Senate 
banking committees, in their drafts of a new defense production bill, cut out 
scheduled rollbacks of prices designed to make things a bit cheaper for the con- 


sumer, or at least hold the line. 


another boost. It is, indeed, “bad news.” 


He was speaking, also, of other provisions weak- 
ening the anti-inflation program, among them the relaxing of rent ceilings for 
For not only is beef affected, but also clothing and 


shoes for the family, which were to be included in the rollbacks to be applied in the near future. 
All of these, along with rent, are items in the family budget which the housewife must figure 


these days so closely and anxiously, though beef 
has become theoretical in many households. 


Unless expert economists who have studied 
the inflation problem exhaustively are wrong, 
prices will go soaring again if Congress, itself, 
should finally—and unwisely—ratify what its 
two banking committees propose to perpetuate. 
For inflationary pressures are expected to in- 
crease soon with stepped-up defense program 
spending, and removal of controls will blow off 
the lid.

But the House committee would stop with | 
taking care of the packers and let the con- 
sumer go hang, while the Senate committee’s 
bill can be interpreted to mean one measly 
two per cent rollback for the consumer. 


Can Congress get away with this? Very 
likely—unless somebody raises a howl.

I talked with D. E. Nalley, secretary of the Ky. 31 Fescue Association of 


Georgia, last night and he was still gathering his seed. He has something over 
100 acres of fescue and has served without pay and with zeal as our secretary, 
so naturally we rely more or less on him to look after our interests with the Crop

Improvement Association and with the State Department of Agriculture. 


He told 


me that Commissioner Linder had ordered all fescue seed containing noxious 
This was in accordance with the recommendation 
of the Crop Improvement Association of Georgia. 


My guess is that a how! will go up from out- 


of-Georgia growers of fescue seed and the seedsmen of Georgia. 


These two groups have named the price of 
fescue seed for the past several years and the 
Georgia growers have had to go along with them. 


What happens is this: the Kentucky 
growers hurry into the market with their 
price on certified fescue seed, which is really 
not certified seed at all, containing, as a rule, 
all sorts of noxious weeds and a plentiful 
supply of rye grass. 


The Georgia seedsmen quote the Georgia 
grower this price and we can sell or not as we 
see fit. The seedsman is fortified with his Ken- 
“fucky seed. 

There is no criticism of these men, either the 
Kentucky grower or the Georgia seedsmen, for 
handling their affairs in this way but this year 
the Georgia growers insisted that “certified seed” 
-ghould describe seed that is free from noxious 
weeds and should contain only a modicum of rye 
grass seed, the bane of all fescue growers. 

And at this writing it looks like both the 
Kentucky growers and the Georgia seedsmen are 
faced withthe problem of recleaning the seed 
and getting all noxious weeds out of it or of sell- 
ing the seed as noncertified. It is possible the 
shortage of the seed will pull the growers and

seedsmen through, this past bitter winter having- 
played havoc with the production of Kentucky 
fescue seed. 
will exceed $1 per pound this year. 


Whatever happens, there is this to be 
said for all concerned: the time has arrived 
when all buyers of the seed have the right 
to expect clean seed with a high germination 
content. 


There is no longer any reason why the nox- 
ious weeds cannot be “rogued” out or cleaned 
out by the seed cleaners. So long as the Crop 
Improvement Association and the commissioner 
of agriculture allow the seed to contain noxious 
weeds, just so long will the producers continue 
to produce that kind of seed. 


Georgia has been the dumping ground for all 
sorts of sorry seed. That’s why the seed law 
was passed. Now comes the first test of it. Geor- 
gia fescue growers are on the side of clean seed 
and no noxious weeds. We hope the Kentucky 
growers and the seedsmen won’t be injured too 
badly, but we hope even more so that all con- 
cerned will sit tight and obey the commissioner’s 
ruling.

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Danube Shipping Row 
Seen as Trouble-Maker

GENEVA, June 21—Serious trouble is brewing in Eastern Eu- 
rope over shipping on the Danube River, according to well-informed 


United States sources here. 


It has been learned that the reason 


for Yugoslavia’s walkout from the Soviet-dominated Danube Com- 
mission last month was the adoption by the commission, over Yugo- 
slav objections, of a rule forbidding the inspection of boats tied up 
overnight by the authorities of the country controlling the river’s 


banks at the point of mooring. 
Yugoslavia could not, for se- 


form boats to have free access 
to her territory without reserv- 
ing the right of inspection. 
There already have been too 
many cases of attempted sabo- 
tage, infiltration of agents and 
the like from Danube boats by 
Yugoslavia’s increasingly ag- 
gressive neighbors, according to 
Yugoslav authorities. ‘ 

Nearly 200 miles of the Dan- 
ube flows through territory that 
is Yugoslav on both sides of the 
river. Up to now, despite a com- 
plete economic boycott of Yugo- 
slavia by her Cominform neigh- 
bors, the Belgrade government 
has not taken any measures to 
close the river to boats of the 
Cominform countries. 

For over two years Yugoslav 
tractors have been pulling the 
boats through the locks at the 
iron gates of the Danube with- 
out any reimbursement. The 
pay station is in Rumanian ter- 
ritory and the Rumanians have 
not remitted a cent of the fees 
since 1948. 

The Yugoslavs have ' indicated 
informally to the United States 
that they have not yet made up 
their minds whether the walk- 
out from the Cominform-domi- 
nated commission would be 
temporary cr permanent, but 
they are leaning toward the per- 
manent walkout. Yugoslivia has 
absolutely no influence in this 
body. The only obvious advan- 
tage of membership is that Yu- 
goslav officials get their only 
glimpse of the _ neighboring 
countries in going to and from 
the commission’s meetings. 

The commission was formed 
after the United States, British 
and other non-riparian states 
had been defeated on every is- 
sue by the Eastern Europeans in 
a conference held, ironically 
enough, in Belgrade in June of 
1948. The Yugoslavs recall 
somewhat ruefully that Yugo- 


‘Slavia’s break with the Comin- 


form already had taken place 
when that conference convened, 
but they did not know how 
grave a matter it was. 

The United States State De- 
partment actually learned about 
the Cominform break during the 
conference, but likewise had no 
idea of its real significance then. 
Had the conference taken place 
a few weeks later, probably the 
Soviet scheme for a completely 
Communist-controlled Danube 
never would have gone through. 

There is probably no possi- 
bility at the present stage of re- 
lations of co-ordinating what- 
ever action Yugoslavia might 
take on the Danube with the 
Western Powers’ action in con- 
nection with other “corridors” 
where the Russians are astride 
the communications needed by 
the West, such as in Berlin or 
Vienna. 

Some United States officials 


believe, however, the time may 
come when a rival Danube com- 
mission, comprising Germany, 
Austria, Yugoslavia and possibly 
Greece, which was a member of 
the prewar international body 
that governed Danube shipping, 
might usefully be established.
